Dr. Henry Dwight Chapin is the 
last man who has a scheme of bis 
own to settle the labor problem, 
He proposes in the last number of 
the Popular Science Monthly to do 
it by a gradual improvement of the 
human breed. That is, in short, 
the weeding out of the weak mem- 
bers of the human race physically, 
intellectually and morally, and the 
propagation only of the strong and 
capable. 

The theory is well enough, with 
tue vital qualification that, so far 
as its connectiou with the labor 
problem is concerned, it is putting 
the cart before the horse. The 
human race can be improved by se- 
curing to labor such an improved 
condition that its children can be 
properly fed and well educated. On 
the other hand so long as any prac- 
tices are allowed by which the la- 
boring classes are burdened with 
conditions that result in overwork, 
insufficieut education, unhealthfual 
dwellings or scant food and fuel,the 
proposition to improve the human 
breed_is very much like the pro- 
verbial doctor’s prescription of port 
wine aud nourishing food for a pa- 
tient who has not the money to buy 
bread. 

The standpoint of the writer is 
perhaps best illustrated by a quo- 
tution of his languaze, which is ev- 
idently based on the idea that all 
critics of the present system believe 
that society should be placed on a 
dead level of equality as regards the 
prizes of life, ‘‘A State orsociety,’’ 
he says by way of illustration, 
“might as well decree that the 
man with strong lungs sbould not 
live any longer than one with 
weak lungs, as attempt to restrain 
the fertile, active mind and limit 
its performance by the capacity of 
the dull brain.”’ True enough; but 
a State or society does well in de- 
creeing thatthe man with strong 
lungs shall not use bis strength in 
knocking down the man with weak 
lungs and taking away the money, 
or the bread, or the clothing tbat 
the weaker brother Las painfully 
earned for himself, 

That is just what is required to- 
day. It is necessary to “restrain 
the fertile and active minds’’ from 
forming combinations, defined by 
the highest courts as conspiracies, 
and preventing the instrumentali- 
ties created by legislation, to exact 
enhanced prices from the poor men 
with dull brains wio have to pay 
out their wages for food and fuel, 
When that is stopped, according to 
the clearly deflued requirements of 
the common law. it may be a little 
easier to commence Dr. Chapin’s 
great work of improving the hu- 
mau breed. 


The public mind of Europe has, 
for three or four weeks, enjoyed an 
iuterval of repose from the imme- 
diate perspective of war; but it was 
in reality only a momentary: truce. 
The attacks of the German press 
have shown little abatement. 
Talking upon this subject,a New 
York exchange says: 

The question of alliances now occupy 
the foreground in the combinations 
upon whicb depend chiefly the ques- 
tion of ceorof war.

Seizure of Smuggled Cigars at 
New York.

Burning in Chicago of a Wall 
Paper House. 


[PRESS PISPATCRES TO THER GAZETTE] 
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A Disastrous Fire. 
CHICAGO, April 15. 

John J. McGrath's wall paper house 
at 106 to 112 Wabash avenue, and lo 
cated in a five story marble front 
building, burned early this morning. 
The stock is an entire loss, and the 
building is irreparably injured. Pipe- 
man Michael Blivens {was standing in 
a fourth-story window, when a sheet of 


flame came out, envelopiug him, when 
he fell into the burning mass inside. 
Lieutenant John Heberlie was climb- 
ing a ladder to the second story, when 
it slipped and he feli to tbe sidewalk, 
crushing his skuil. Captain Fred 
Reese had his leg broken by a falling 
stone. The fire was discovered at 3:28, 
and when the firemen arrived was in 
the center of the building, but even 
before the hose could be brought to 
bear upon it the flames had jumped 
from the story above and below, aud 
seized quickly upon every inflamma- 
ble stuff with which the floors were 
loaded. A second and third alarm 
was turned in, and twenty engines 
were soon working on the building. 
The firemen said they never before 
saw so rapid and completea destruc- 
tion of a large estabiishment. The 
fire was out about 5 o’clock, and ow- 
ing to the exertions of the firemen, 
very little if any damage was done to 
the adjoining buildings. The loss is 
said to be about $250,000 on the stock 
and $50,000 on the buildings. The in- 
surance is said to be small. 
LATER—The loss on stock is found 
to be much greater than at first sup- 
posed. The aggregate is $400,000 with 
only $60,000 insurance. The loss on 
the building is $40,000; fully insured. 


Smuggled Goods Seized. 
New York, April 13. 
The Custom House authorities here 
are making desperate efforts to break 
up an extensive business done in 
smuggled cigars on the steamers run- 
ning to Cuba and other West Indian 
ports. Yesterday an extensive seizure 


of cigars was made as svon as the San- 
tiago arrived in port. Evervthing 
was sealed up by the Custom House 
officials who then went through the 
ship, and found concealed in various 
parts 2,669 cigars and 75 bundles of 
cigarettes. The Captain was sent for 
and explained that he merely signed 
the manifest as placed before him by 
the purser, who made it up at the 
quarantine. The explanation was sat- 
isfactory. The following additional 
seizures were added to the list at the 
Treasury Agent’s office: Steamer 
Cienf egoo, 1,600 cigars; Niagara, 
1,400; City of Alexandria, 3,400; Sara- 
toga, 1,400 cigars and 5,000 cigarettes. 
All the goods were entered on the 
ships’ manifests as ‘‘stores.”’

Ovur Co_p Waves.—The first ap- 
pearance of cold waves within tue 
serritory of the United States signal 
service, is nearly always at Helena, 
Montana, according to Lieutenant T. 
A. Woodrutt, their place of origin 
probably being the vast regions of 
ice and snow near the Arctic circle. 
From Helena they usually reach 
Umaha in 8 to 16 hours, the distance 
being 880 miles; St. Louis, in 24 to 
32 hours, distance 1,030 miles; Gal- 
veston, 24 to 40 hours, distance 1,- 
600 miles; Nashville, the same; 
buffalo, 24 to 48 hours, distance 
1,750 miles; Washington, 32 to 56 
hours, distance 1,953 miles. The 
waves are found to follow areas oi 
low pressure, and to precede areas 
of high pressure. They move in 
different ways: first, directly east- 
ward, over the great lakes and across 
New England, not being felt south 
of the Ohio Valley; second, south- 
easterly, covering the entire country 
in their progress; third, southerly, 
from Montana and Dakota to Texas, 
thence through the Gulf States, and 
finally northeastward, over the 
Atlantic States, such waves being 
sometimes felt at St. Loais and 
Shreveport beiore reaching St. Paul 
and Chicago. Thenumber of waves 
belonging to the three classes, dur- 
ing the years 1881, to 1884, was 22, 
47, and 19, 

The North Pacific Coast. 

The sealing schooner Black Diamond 
had her decks swept clean on the Ist 
inst., 25 miles from Cape Flattery, and 
Miles Simpson,a native of Victoria, 
B. C., was lost. The Captain reports a 
schooner, name unknown, ashore at 
Cape Flattery, and a water-logged 
bark was seen in Barclay Sound, She 
is thought to be the Elsinore.
